The most important item brought 
up for consideration was for action 
in regard to the abolishment of the 
office of County Road SapertiMHT.

County Attorney r>uffy addressed 
the court, in which he gave his cor 
struction of the law passed by tbe 
last General Assembly, which 4s em 
bodied in the following order, enter 
ed upon ttte record and signed by 
County Jwlge Knight: 

"By virtue of Chap. 110 Gen.As'y. 
1912, the qffice of ^oad supervisor is 
aboHshed and that aaid office no 
longer exists, and that by Sec. 48 of 
the said statute it is the duty of the 
County Judge, by and with the eon 
sent of the Fiscal Court, to appoint 
a road examiner, and that this duty 
is mandatory, aa recently held by 
the Court uf Appeals, in the case of 
Morgan vs. Champion. 160 Ky., 396 

"And the court is further advised 
that by section 94 of the said acts all 
duties and powers of the Road 
Supervisor and Overseer shall* be 
performed after Dee. 1, 1912, 
by the Road Examiner and that 
tbe term which tbe present 
incumbent. B. 'W. Coleman, now 
claims to hoM, having commenced 
after the passage of the said act, 
does not entitlrUm* to continue to 
hold the said office of Road Super- 
visor, which has been abolished, since 
the term which he held at the time 
of the passage of the said act has 
expired. 

"The members of this coiirt and 
othor county oflieials, and tbe pub 

lie, are aho advised that the said E. 
W. Coleman is no longer Road 
SuDorvlabr of CInristian county, and 

has no further right or authority to 
perform tbe duties of said office, 
nor to handle the funds of said 
county for said purpose, nor to re- 
ceive tbe emoluments therefor." 

After the foregoing order had 
be^made Attorney Duffy stated 
verbally that if the Court of Ap- 
peals should hold that Mr. Coleman 
is technically in office that he would 
prefer charges agains- the Road 
Su^rvisor fur his removal, in the 
interest of the county. That he 
could not c )nscieni idii^ly other- 
wise under his oath uf office.

When 
through with batter pat ta a Uttie 
warm water, stir in mora buckwheat 
and leave In warm place throat the 
day. Can be put in cooler place at 
night. If In a few days It doesn't 
seem very light, add a email piece of 
yeaat oake, but the older the batter 
la the better it la. Ton win need to 
add more soda the older It to, for It 
grows sour, bat that makes them naors
